School House Repairs. 


The greater part of the money raised for repairs, has been used for three 
school—houses, viz: Nos. 23 & 10, No, 2, known as Gifford has been shing- 
led one side, and clapboarded, and new clapboards put in where needed 
on the remainder. ‘Two new doors and two new windows have been put 
in, and now it should be painted. The inside is very inconvenient, and 
seats are needed at No. 3, known as the Razor Hill, the shed roof and one 
side of the main roof have been shingled, 4 new doors hung, some new 
boards put in the entry floor, and the inside whitewashed, kalsomined and 
painted. The underpinning should be cemented, a barrel of cement be- 
ing on hand for the purpose. No. 10, known as the Prescott Hill, was 
in a bad condition. The roof has been shingled and several new boards 
put in where the old ones were decayed. <A portion of the underpinning 
on one side has been reset, and part of the old sill replaced by a new one. 

Four new doors have been hung anda few clapboards put on where 


needed, A shed containing suitable outbuildings should be built here. 

We used cedar shingles of good quality, on the above-mentioned roofs, 
as we were unable to procure shingles in town. At No. 9, known as 
Slab City, the shed was shingled, sides patched and a new door made. 

The school-house needs repairing inside. During a severe rain 
storm in the fall, it was discovered that the roof leaked at No. 1. We 
had it patched at small] expense, but it needs shingling. No. 6, known as 
Grafton Center, is in need of extensive repairs. One side of the roof, 
at least, should be shingled and perhaps both sides. New doors and 
new seats should be provided, and either a new ceiling or the pres- 
one repaired and a large blackboard put in where the plastering is now 
painted. It should be painted outside and inside. No. 12, should be 
painted on the outside. ‘The appropriation was insufficent to do what 
should be done, but we have used it to the best of our ability, being oblig- 
ed to use a little of the school money for necessary expenditures, as will 
be shown by the School Treasurer’s Report.

General Remarilzs. 


Our Schools have been in session 24 weeks, and with one exception, 
were divided into three terms. 141 scholars were registered in summer 
and 159 in the fall, and the registers show the attendance to be seven per 
cent higher than last year. We have 79 names on the Roll of Honor, 
and 16 others missed that HONOR by having a single mark against their 
names, either absent or tardy. ‘There have been 309 visits to our schools 
by parents and others, which indicates an interest in their welfare. 

There has been much good school work accomplished during the past 
year. At No, 3, during the fall terms, elementary drawing was taken 
two days in each week, instead of writing, and the larger pupils did some 
very satisfactory work in oral arithmetic and history. DBook—keeping 
and | hysical geography received attention from the advanced scholars at 
No, 1, with good results. At E. Grafton, great pains was taken to have 
the different pupils understand the meaning of all difficult words, which 
is a long step in the path of progress. ‘There were here only six cases of 
tardiness during the year. ‘The attendance at Grafton Center, a3 shown 
by the register, was better than we have ever before seen it in this school, 
which tends to show an interest in the work. 

Very few absent marks were found in the record kept at No. 4, and 
only one instance of tardiness reported for the year. There was good 
improvementin reading and writing at No. 2, and only six tardy marks 
during the terms. The scholars at Prescott Hill, are nearly all small, and 
a large share of the instruction was given orally. Here, also, great im- 
provement was made in reading and writing. There are some advanced 
scholars at No. 9, and the work has been good during the year, the fall 
terms being taught by one who has several times proved her ability as a 
teacher. Where there areonly five scholars, as was the case in the Hardy 
district, it is difficult to keep up an interest in study, but the work showed 
that the teacher was faithful. There was excellent attendance at No. 
13, with instructors thorough and satisfactory. 

‘The mode of instruction, as advocated by the best educators of the state, 
and practiced in all our large towns and cities, is far different from what 
it was, when many of the parents of our scholars attended school. 

Some studies, now required by law, were then almost unknown in the 
school room, and book—keeping civil goverment, physics, botany, &c., 
were studies of which few had ever heard. All of these, and many other 
branches receive attention, in places where large sums of money are ap- 
propriated for school purposes, In many of our country towns, with the 
scattered settlements seperated by hills and mountains, it is impossible 
to unite the schools, and the limited means available for education hag 
been largely used to instruct our youth in the branches most needed to 


gain a livelihood. |Thestate has made liberal provisions to enhance the 
efficiency of these schools, this town alone having received nearly $700. 
in three years. ‘lhe legislature, also, enacted a law whereby such towns 
should pay the tuition of scholars, qualified to enter any high school ap- 
proved by the State Superintendent. Several of our advanced scholars 
are improving this opportunity to obtain a higher education. It is ex- 
pected that they will be trained in the best methods of imparting instruct- 
ion on a variety of subjects, and it is not unreasonable to predict that we 
shall soon have enough good teachers in town tosupply our schools, there- 
by retaining all the schoolmoney within our borders, 

This is an item not to to be underestimated, in a community where the 
income is derived from the products of the soil and forest. When we 
seek teachers elsewhere, we are not likely to get the best, they will find 
employment at home. The BST is what we need to elevate our schools 
to a higher standard.
